OF PARIS CARETON 


Even the breathless and bewildering adven- 
tures of Rex Harrison, and his swift romance 
with Karen Verne, did not interest me so 
much as the fact that ‘‘ Ten Days in Paris ”’ 
actually does afford authentic glimpses of the 
French capital. I missed, however, “ the

This British film—technically a very good 
production, and, indeed, in this respect fully 
equal to the average American picture— 
seems to endorse the lady’s views as to the 
carelessness of the authorities. Military plans 
are accessible to governesses and chauffeurs 
without undue effort on their part, and speed- 
ing motorists can crash through half-a-dozen 
French military posts in succession despite 
the frantic attempts of the troops to stop 
them with rifles and machine-guns, And the 
ease with which the Fifth Column slips a 
bomb into a munition train, and times it to 
blow up when the train reaches the centre 
of the Maginot Line’s subterranean railway, 
must be seen to be believed. In short, the 
plot belongs to the remote days before the 
present war. 

The Americans certainly would have 
managed a better presentation of infantry on 
the march; there was a painful suggestion 
here of the old stage device of six supers 
passing and re-passing an: open doorway, 
and one could visualise quite clearly the pro- 
ducer counting up the cost of their daily 
ye and wringing his hands in anguish.

MR. COPPERFIELD 
COMES TO TOWN 


SAVOY 


When I first read “ David Copperfield ” I 
liked Mr. Micawber, but if I believed that 
he was anything like the W. C. Fields’ por- 
trait I would dislike him intensely. tr. 
Fields has a world reputation as a comedian, 
but he does not, fit into the part of Dickens's 
super-optimist. The cloak of comedy that 
he has draped round his shoulders is belied 
by a cold glint, in the eyes and a curious 
hardness in the face that launched a 
thousand laughs. He doesn't, ring true. 

For the rest I consider that Mr. David 
O. Selznick has cast Sir Hugh Walpole’s 
screen version of the immortal story with a 
wise discretion. The Freddie Bartholomew 
of a few years ago is wholly satisfactory as 
the boy David, and Frank Lawton equally 
satisfactory as David grown-up. Roland 
Young as Uriah Heep pleased me more than 
at a previous viewing, and I found most of 
the other players fully in character. Perhaps 
I mellow with the passing years, contrary 
to popular opinion. It was interesting to 
meet former Abbey actress Una O’Connor 
again and to study the more ingenious 

aureen O’Sullivan that we used to know.

ESTONIA ACCEPTS 
ULTIMATUM 


GOVERNMENT RESIGNS

ESTONIA, Monday. 


Estonia has accepted an ultimatum from 
the Soviet Government ‘‘to guarantee the 
carrying out of the Soviet-Estonian mutual 
assistance pact,” it is officially announced 
here. 

The Estonian Government, after accepting 
the ultimatum, resigned, and the President is 
taking the necessary measures for the speedy 
formation of a new Ministry.

“THE HOUR OF DANGER” 


Thousands of people who attended the 
meeting were unable to get even a glimpse 
of the platform, or those. upon it during the 
whole of the proceedings. The crowd flowed 
over the Green towards Westmoreland street 
and College street on one side, well up into 
Grafton street, and stretched away beyond 
the middle of Dame street. Tricolour stan- 
dards fluttered from Trinity College and the 
Bank buildings, and the balconies on the 
frontages along College Green and Dame 
street were crowded. 

Half an hour before the proceedings began 
the gathering was immense, and when the 
crash of the national anthem from the 
massed Army bands at each side of the 
platform inside the Bank of Ireland railings 
heralded the arrival of Mr. de Valera, Mr. 
W. T. Cosgrave and Mr. W. Norton, there 
was no space between the tightly-packed 
people from Trinity street to Grafton street. 

The Prime Minister had Mr. Aiken, 
Minister for Co-ordination of Defensive 
Measures, and Mr. Oscar Traynor, Minister 
for Defence, with him, and Mr. Cosgrave 
came with Mr. J. M. Dillon, T.D., and Mr. 
R. Mulcahy, T.D. Mr. MacEntee, Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, brought a cine- 
camera with him, but, like the others on the 
platform, was himself an object of ‘‘ attack ” 
by a battery of Press and film cameras. 

During the meeting the front row on the 

latform consisted of Mr. R. Mulcahy, T.D.; 
fr. W. Norton, T.D.; the Prime Minister, 
and Mr. F. Aiken. i 

In his introductory remarks, Mr. Fahy 
spoke oí the critical times, and said that 
those who differed widely in politics now 
were standing shoulder to shoulder in the 
hour of Ireland’s danger. Describing the 
danger as “ more menacing as the hours pass 
by,” Mr. de Valera said that their meetings 
in future could not be for the purpose of 
deliveration or argument to adjust points of 
difference. Their meetings in the future 
would have only one purpose—to prepare for 
action, and to demonstrate their solidarity 
as a poco and their determination to stand 
togetler and to show their unity of purpose, 
discipline and readiness to obey the orders 
given by the legitimate authority. 

“We have,” he said, ‘‘faced many a 
dangerous situation before, and by our unity 
and by our.courage we have won. through. 
If anything can save us in the present crisis, 
it is that same unity, determination and 
courage. If they cannot keep from us the 
horrors of war, they can enable us best to 
overcome them and to emerge with our liber- 
ties intact. This is not a time for argu- 
ment, but a time to prepare quicsly for 
what may possibly befall us.’’ 


MAN FOR EVERY GUN 


Mr. de Valera spoke of the steps already 
taken, of the despatch of military forces to 
alarm posts to meet any attack, of the call- 
ing up of the reserve, and of the present re- 
cruiting. He appealed to all those who had 
seen service previously to lend their assist- 
ance and join their old comrades to help the 
younger men who had not formerly been in 
action. ‘‘So that every rifle, every machine 

un and every revolver in this country may 
E in capable hands, we want to have the 
younger men who have not yet joined up 
offer their services and enrol now. am 
sure our young people only want to realise 
the danger in order to come forward," he 
said. “This is no nation of slackers or 
hangers-back, and when the Motherland valls 
for service, we know that the young men 
will respond now as they responded a genera- 
tion ago.”.

At the beginning of 
this war, realising that we could not influ- 
euce such a conflict, and that we had as a 
small nation the first duty of self-preserva- 
tion, we indicated that we proposed to be 
neutral, and we declared our neutrality. 
Since the war began have done 
everything in our to keep out 
of that conflict. f now we should 
be attacked by either side we shall 
he attacked unjustly, and if we shall have 
to defend ourselves, remember, every man 
who is in the Army, every man who is in 
the Local Security Force, and remember, 
every man who is in every home ‘n Ireland, 
that you are fighting the just cetse, as just 
as ever blessed the efforts of any people.” 

Mr. de Valera’s comment on the circum- 
stances which brought the leadess together 
was :—* Our comwiug together is the realisa- 
tion of a personal dream, a hope which, for 
twenty years, [ have cherished. I am glial 
to be here to-day. Our coming together will 
not merely help us best to defend ourselves, 
but it will help us best to meet the new 
world which is before us, for no matter how 
this war may end, the old order as we knew 
Is is Fhkely to disappear, either by complete 
change or by such modification that it will 
be very different from that which we have 
Lo-day. Our coming together is an assurance 
that these new changes will be met by us as 
a united people, that we shall make the

It is true that the 
citizens of other nations may be wealthier, 
may have greater resources, may be better 
educated, and may have much of the ad- 
vantages of the world which are denied to 
us, but they have not greater courage than 
we have. 

‘The greatest curse of this country was 
the curse ‘of disunity, and if there is. any 
satisfaction in standing here to-day, it is that 
at a time like this the contribution, that I 
can make or my Party can make, is to undo 
that succession of disasters in our history. 
We are going to have no disunity in this 
thing. We haven't, parked our political 
opinions with the Government Party. We 
still retain our views about the various 
problems affecting the State, but we have 
a common view in this matter—we have to 
stand together in the interests of our country, 
for the lives of our people and the security 
of the homes of our people, and for the 
liberty we enjoy. It is not, to my mind, a 
time for belitthng what we have got. It is 
a time for showing plainly to our fellow

“ No Irish interest would be served,’ he 
said, “by involving our people in this 
slaughter or subjecting them to the appalling 
suffering many countries in Europe are 
enduring to-day. And it is because Ireland's 
interests must for ever be paramount that all 
parties in this country are resolved to pursue 
a policy of strict neutrality, being anxious 
to preserve peace for our people and to guide 
their endeavour along the road that leads to 
national reconstruction and the prosperity 
which enly it can bring. Our desire then is 
to proclaim to the world that we have no 
desire to be drawn into the vortex of war; 
that we seek only peace and the opportunit 
to rebuild the nation after the neglect an 
despair which were the distinguishing marks 
of her long mght of bondage.

We have not, unfortunately, made the 
progress in national reconstruction which the 
wircumstances demand, but we must learn— 
and perhaps this new menace will heip us to 
learn quickly—that if our citizens have 
seach areroeic to the nation so also has the 
nation responsibilities to its citizens.

A meeting called by the Bishop of Kerry, 
the Most Rev. Dr. Michael O’Brien, was hel 
at Killarney, and addressed by Mr. Fionan 
Lynch, T.D., who said that the deputies of 
all parties stood together, as never before, 
with a firm resolve to leave nothing undone 
to protect the people from the ravages of the 
war in Europe. 

‘To-day in Dublin,” he said, “for the first 
time since the establishment of this State, 
the leaders of the three main parties in the 
Dail—Mr. de Valera, head of the Govern- 
ment; Mr. Cosgrave, Fine Gael leader, and 
Mr. Norton, Labour leader—stand together 
on the same platform in Dublin to call on the 
people to unite for the defence of the country. 
And on this platform you have all the Kerry 
representatives in the Dail and other public 
men of various political creeds standing 
together with past differences forgotten in 
the face of national danger.’’ 

The significance of the meetings was that 
differences of opinion on internal matters of 
policy must be subordinated to the immediate 
needs of the nation and of national defence. 

The Government had the primary responsi- 
bility for organising the nation’s resources to 
meet any attack that may threaten the 
country, but every man and woman had a 
responsibility, to give every assistance to the 
Government and to the forces of the State, 
in their task of defending the country and 
the people against invasion. 

Through all the centuries there were found 
Irishmen and Irishwomen ready to sacrifice 
everything for faith and Fatherland. 

No man, under any pes, should do any- 
thing to encourage a foreigner to invade this 
country. The man who did so was guilty of 
as great treachery to this country as was 
Dermot McMurrough.

BISHOP’S WARNING 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


AILLARNEY, Tuesday. 

At a meeting in the grounds of St. Mary’s 
Cathedral, Killarney, to-day, the Most Rev. 
Dr. M. O’B 
sided, said that it was not a political meeting, 
and the purpose for which it was held was 
to bring together all sections of the people. 

“I am very glad that we have here with 
us on this platform representatives of the 
different parties in the State,” said the 
bishop. ‘‘ They are here not as representa- 
tives of their parties, but as loyal citizens of 
Eire. We are living in very dangerous times: 
the great nations of Europe are locked 
together in a life and death struggle, and 
small countries have been invaded one after 
another and have suffered all the horrors of 
modern warfare. The great danger is that 
our turn may be next, and those in a posi- 
tion to know have warned us that the danger 
is very real and imminent. Still the people 
apparently have not taken those warnings 
seriously. Perhaps it is that our position 
here, out on the Atlantic, they think will 


save us from terrible dangers. It is true, 
indeed, that all the small countries 
that have been invaded lay. across 


land frontiers, but not all. Remember, Nor- 
way was invaded from across the sea, and 
one invader brought in another, and that 
counter-invasion rought terrible  conse- 
quences to the country. The same danger 
threatens us. If one invader comes in you 
can be sure he will be followed by another, 
and our little country would then become a 
battle ground for the warring nations, and 
you can easily imagine the disaster falling 
upon us; The only way to arrest that danger 
is the unity of all sections of our people and 
the readiness of each and every one of us to 
serve his country according to his capacity. 
Mr. F. Lynch, T.D., said that every citizen 
had the duty of giving every help in his power 
to the Government and the Lón of the 
State in their task of defending the country 
and — against invasion. 

Mr. F. H. Crowley, T.D., said that if we 
did not present a united front to-day that 
would be an invitation for invasion, and 
Professor O'Sullivan, T.D., said that any in- 
telligent man could see for himself what was 
happening in Europe, and he would not dis- 
miss the possibility of an invasion as a vain 
fear.

THRUST 


The Times Special Correspondent at Tours 
writes:—The battle of France continues to 
move swiftly, as may be seen by the German 
atlvance on Troyes. From there the enemy 
might swing south-west or strike south-east 
towards the main road to Belfort and Switzer- 
land, in which case the chain of the great 
Maginot fortresses would be turned at both 
ends, and besieged both from the back and 
the front—a possibility not overlooked at the 
time of its construction. The intensification 
of the operations in Champagne, and 
especially the bombing over the Alsace 
Lorraine front, suggest a great drive against 
the Maginot Line, but if some of the forces 
covering it are forced to withdraw to avoid 
being trapped the forts themselves have stores 
and ammunition to last out for several 
months. From what I have seen and heard 
the crews manning them wish to do nothing 
better than to let the guns speak. 

The port of Havre, with its vast oil stocks 
and important communications with England, 
fell into German hands the same day as the 
capture of Paris. 

t cannot be too often repeated that the 
French Armies have resisted tremendous 
odds with the utmost courage and confidence 
and, in the words of an officer on the General 
Staff, it would be unfortunate if one drew 
a conclusion about the temper of the troops 
at the front from the confusion of the popu- 
lation in flight behind. There have been divi- 
sions which have been attacked in the morn- 
ing, have defended themselves and counter- 
attackec in the afternoon, have been re- 
attacked in the evening without success, and 
assailed again the next morning, the swift- 
moving operations carrying them as much as 
60 miles in a few days. ll the time they 
have been Aghting back, rising above the 
fatigue and‘ heat of the long days. They 
are men against machines, and if they have 
been forced to yield ground, the machines 
ate suffering a far greater toll of losses. 

The battle proper is entering into a state 
of extreme confusion. British armoured 
units and infantry are being rushed for- 
ward and fighting desperate rearguard 
actions shoulder to shoulder with their 
French Allies, under a deluge of metal from 
the German tank detachments, which are 
filtering through gaps in the line. 

Belind the British sector in West Nor- 
mandy, Maine and Poitou resembles a giant 
ant. hill brutally disturbed.

twenty-eight names in ‘‘ killed on active ger- 
vice’ lit There are also twenty-eight 
reported missing, believed killed on active 
service, A total of 136 officers and airmen 
are reported missing, 

Flying-Officer William Napier Gray (22), 
son of Mr. and Mrs. William N. Gray, of 


Glasgow, who is reported missing. was pre- 
viously reported missing on May 19 Hé 
arrived at his home two days later, while the 
ministe« of the church of which the family 
are members was paying them a visit 0 
sympathy.

Glasgow, is now reported missing fer the 
second time.

His ’plane had been shot down over Belgium, 
and he and his gunner hid in a cellar whne 
German troops searched for them for four 
hours.
